If we 
Build no Convents, thofe Sanctuaries to the moft 
Enormous Crimes, we yet do, what is infinitely 
more Valuable, we Build up Men. If we feparate 
no Children from the World to the Service of their 
Maker, we yet teach them amore Uleful, a more 
Inftcuctive Leffon, we teach them to Live in the 
World and Serve their Maker too. Bur as thele 
admirable, thefe unrival’d Schools are very Juftly 
Encouragd at Home, and Admir’d Abroad, fo we 
fhall readily perceive their Excellent Defign, by 
Confidering, whatit is, we do, when we contribute 
our fhare towards their Maintenance and Encreafe. 

It is no Inconfiderable difcouragement to fome, 
that they are at a lols to find Real Objects of their 
Charity. They are under no {mall uneafinefs, left 
they fhou’d beftow their bounty upon thofe, who 
are Proper Perfons to remember the words of . the 
Lord Fcfus, bow he faid, it is more Bleffed to Give 
than to Receive.. But Here we are fuificiently Af- 
fur'd, that we Relieve not Affected Peverty, Dif- 
fembled Neceffity, Pretended Want.

that the Hereditary Prince of Hefle Caflel has receiv’d 
an Exprefs with advice, that the laft Convoy defign’d 
for Lille, confiling of 43 Boats, arrivd there fate on 
‘Thurfday laft; that the Allies have order’d the Poft of 
WVarneton to be fortity’d, for the better fecurity of the 
Convoys for Lille, and the Navigation ofthe Lys; that 
four Regiments of Foot arriv’d the 18th Inftant atDen- 
dermorde from Gelderland; that the Dutch Troops 
from the Maeve, and the Pruffians are daily expected ; 
and ’tis reported the Confederate Troops are to En- 
camp the r{tor2d of the newt Month: The Letters from 
the Hague May 2rft advife, that on Friday Night the 
Duke of Marlborough Landed at the Brill, and the next

gene, and in the Evening they met again at the Grand 
Penfonary’s Houfe. That on the 2oth Inftant Prince 
Eugene, the Duke of Marlborough and my Lord Towns- 
end return’d the Vifit to the Marquis de Torcy, tho’ 
what is the Refult of theie Conferences is ftill a Secret, 
yet “tis the General Dilcourfe, that the Propofals of 
Eyance are much more reafonable than what were made 
by Monfieur deRouille,and that moft of the Prelimina- 
ries are agreed upon ;’Tis faid the French infift mightily 
on a Ceflatio: of Arms, and have made confiderable 
Offers to obtain it, and that the Allies will not agree 


to the fame; thar Prince Eugene deigas {peedily to fet 
out for the Netherlands, in order to puc himfelf at 
the Head of the Army, and that the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough will follow him in a few days after. Which is 
all trom Yours, (7c.
